Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, lines 1-2, it is not readily apparent if the 
applicant is claiming a balancing device or a balancing device in combination with a 
suspended element. Throughout the claims, the applicant positively recites the 
suspended element. If the applicant intends on claiming the combination, then the 
applicant should clearly and positively set forth the suspended element in the preamble. 
In claim 15, line 2, the phraseology "bush" is not readily understood by the Examiner. 
Does the applicant mean "bushing"? In claim 17, lines 1-2, the phraseology "blocking of 
the friction disc against the support leads to blocking of the rotation also of the end of 
the elastic means" appears to be awkward and not readily understood by the Examiner. 
In claim 18, lines 1-2, the phraseology "the blocking by rotation of the friction disc" is not 
readily understood by the Examiner. Specifically, what is meant by "blocking", 
"blocking" of what? In claim 19, line 2, the phraseology "a drum to provide present a 
larger wider development" is not readily understood by the Examiner. 

Depending on the applicant's amendments, claims 11-19 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. patent to Krupke et al. disclose a counterbalance device 
similar to that of the applicant's invention.
